of Great Britain frankly this morn- 
ing that France wants Great Britain's 
help in seeking to induce Relchs- 
fuehrer Hitler to cut his proposed 
army well below the 550,000 troops 
announced. 


When Laval and Eden resumed 


their conversations. Interrupted for 
a few days while the British diplo- 
mat talked with Premier Mussolin: 
In Rome, their policies still were wide 
apart. 


Although Laval had demanded, be- 


fore Eden went to Rome that the 
British 
Cabinet 
declare England 


hereafter would negotiate only tn a 
collective peace system, Eden failed 
to produce such a declaration for 
the French Premier. 


Inability to reach an agreement on 


anything more than "the common 
will to adjust the methods of our 
two governments" 
was indicated 
later by Premier Laval, who said

British and French ambassadors. 


Laval announced: "Captain Eden, 


on his return from Rome, Informed 
me of the Interviews he had just 
had with Premier Mussolini.

Th« 
local union Is Affiliated with the In- 
ternational Union with headquarter* 
in Washington, D. C., and word has 
been paued among the members of 
the local union that they are op- 
posed to the proposed wage scale and 
if they accept it to work on local 
projects they will lose their stand- 
ing with the International Union. 


The union wag* scale is $1.25 per 


hour, but since many of the mem- 
bers of the union have been working 
on work relief projects the Interna- 
tional Union has allowed them to 
work for a wage scale of $1 an hour. 
The proposed scale to be paid masons 
under the new federal setup equals 
about 51 cents an hour.' 


Under the proposed new federal 


setup which Is intended 
to place 


three million men at work masons 
are classed as skilled labor, and the 
wage scale fixed at approximately 
54 cents an hour. 


It is expected that the local union

lODDTE IX TOXIC GOITRE. 


It has been definitely proven that 


the use of iodine in the ordinary 
table salt prevents goitre among the 
inhabitants of districts where there 
is a lack of iodine in the soil. This 
is known as the slmpl* form ot 
goitre which although embarrassing 
need not cause the more severe 
symptoms of nervousness, indiges- 
tion, rapid heart action or pressure 


which 
interfere 
with 


breathing. 


There has been some difference of 


opinion among physicians as to the 
use of iodine IB those cases of goitre 
where the great amount of thyroid 
juice being manufactured was actu- 
ally poisoning the system (toxic goi- 
tre). 


As yon know the thyroid juice 


acts like the draft of the furnace— 
making the tissue* and organs work 
fast and free. Dr Olio, th* eminent 
Cleveland surgeon, spaaks of this 
juice as the oil that lubricates ev- 
erything and keep* ns going. 


However when the thryrold gland 


pours out too much of thia iodine 
juic*—allows It to leak out—then 
the gland must keep manufacturing 
more and more of the juice to make 
up for this leakage, and to It grows 
larger and larger. 


Drs. J H. Means and Jacob Ler- 


man. Boston, in the Journal of the 
American Medical Association^ state, 
that, during the past eleven years 
iodine has been giv«n as a routine In 
tbe Thyroid Clinic of the Massachu- 
setts General Hospital, and in some 
575 cases its action has been made 
a matter of careful etudy.

dny evening at the horae or Mis* El- 
eanor Rlxon. 
Tbe speaker* of the 


er«nlng were Frtd J. John*ton of the 
Pennlngton Studio* In Kingston, and 
H. A. Baring, author of "Our Cats- 
kill Mountains." Mr. Johnston, th« 
first speaker, spoke on "Early Cabi- 
net Maker* of Ulster County." He 
devoted bis talk chiefly to one of th« 
early Catsklll Industrie*, chair mak- 
ing. 
He described clearly the differ- 


ent method* used here In construct- 
ing chairs by hand and with crude, 
band-made machinery- He also told 


•*r«ral laMroting stories of *ome 
of tb* tarty cabinet makers. 
In 
doting. b« made a brief mention of 
ioeal glaa* manufacture and dls- 
pl*y*d weral e»7)y tyAmrtcs. Mrs 
Zimrn, prMidMt of the society, in 
thanking Mr. Jobnstoa, mentioned 
the extensive research be had made 
in the ttudy of local glaa* manufac- 
ture, adding that it was hoped he 
would speak more fully on the sub- 
ject later in tbe season. 


Mr. Baring, tbe next speaker, dis- 


cuaaed "Carl* Catsklll Industries." 
He divided his subject into what he 
called three important "chapters" in 
the Industrial biitory of the Catsklll 
region. The first of these was tan- 
ning, which came to an end when 
tbe supply of hemlocks was dimin- 
ished. There are still signs, he said, 
of tree* that were once as much as 
11 feet In diameter. The growth of 
•apllng hardwood that sprang up aft- 
er 
the 
felling 
of 
the 
hemlocks 


brought on the next chapter, making 
of barrel hoops by band. 
The in- 


vention of a machine in«.. w«*tern 
locality brought this industry to a 
"idder close in thl* vicinity. 
The 


third chapter was the quarrying of 
bluestone. H« quoted from an old 
Kingston newspaper as prophesying 
prosperity for the Catiklllf a* long 
as the blueatone supply latted. Juit 
then Portland cement was discovered 
and all 
quarrying concerns 
wtre 


thrown into bankruptcy. 
He men- 


tioned several of the minor Indus- 
trie*, namely glass, charcoal and 
chair manufacture -and tbe lumber 
industry. 
He demonstrated a few 


simple band-made tool* in connec- 
tion with his lecture. In closing, Mr. 
Haring said that these repeated fail- 
ure* of industry after Industry might 
mean that this locality wa* to be as 
expressed imaginatively by Washing- 
ton Irving, a place for re*t and rec- 
reation, inspiration for creative art, 


and life out-of-door*.

Scarnici, who Is under sentence of 


death for the murder of a detective 
In a bank holdup in Rensselaer coun- 
ty In May, 1933, was brought here 
from the Onslnlng prison thin morn- 
ing by automobile. A heavy guard 
accompanied htm. 


Scarnici was manacled to a Sing 


Sing oncer. 


He appeared 
not to be nervoua, 


although his shaggy 
black brows 


were knit In a worried look. 


He kept the thumb of his free left 
liahd 'in his trouser pocket.

sistant Attorney General Sharon J. 
Mauha, who prosecuted Scarnici in 
both his trials. 


The hearing, started with Murray 


explaining the purpose of the writ. 
Judge Bondy cut him short with the 
observation:

The assistant attorney general re-
